state legislature. 

Tho conference declares that ap- 
proximately three-fourths of all auto- 
mobile accidents are caused by the 
driver. The road, the weather, the 
condition ot the car, and the mis- 
deeda of pedestrians are factors In 
the accident situation, "hut." nays 
J. H. Braun, general counsel for tho 
Chicago Mo#r Cluli and for the con- 
ference, "for real\ reduction, the 
driver must be reached. 'and except 
by a drivers' license law can the 
drunken driver, the Indifferent driver, 
the hit-and-run driver and the men- 
tally unbalanced driver be kept off, 
the road?" 

The club attorney points out that 
the only way to compensate for acci- 
dents,, personal Injury ond property 
damage, Is by means of a financial 
reaponslbttlty law. He also pcfnts 
out that 17 cenU a year for a drivers* 
license fee would save drivers on the 
average of $10 to $20 a year. 

For a ten-year period, while urban 
accldcata have decreased moj»e thon 
10 per cent, rural accidents have In- 
creased In a like proportion/ It was 
ahown, however, that In states with 
drivers' license and financial respon- 
sibility law*,' the decrease In acci- 
dents haa been manifest, "whereas," 
says the bulletin, "the Increase In 
acoldenta throughout the country last 
year was approximately 14^ per cent, 
the Increase In drivers llcenae and 
responsibility states was 10^ per 
cent; yet. In states where no such 
laws existed 4t waa 33H per cent. 
Tliese figures proved conclusively the 
results to be obtained by these life- 
saving meaaures.

It might be well to keep in mind the fact that the 
automobile owner already bears the largest burden ol 
class, special taxation of any group in the country. In 
California alone he must pay out $80,000,000 a year— 
and if the gas tax is raised he will pay $12,000,000 
more per year in the future. This would be bad 
enough if the money were used exclusively for road 
building and other purposes directly- benefitting the 
motorist. But a rising percentage of tax revenues 
from gas and other automobile levies is going into 
general state funds, to be used for any and all govern- 
nwntal functions— Jf unctions that should be paid for 
by taxes contributed by all the people, and not by a 
single class. 

Tlie gas tax shouldn't be increased — instead, it 
should be reduced. And the public should let .the 
politicians know how it feels about it. 
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THINGS ONE REMEMBERS 

Chickens come home to roostl From four widely 
separated Southern communities vigorous protests have 
arisen against the loss of local tax revenues resulting 
from government acquisition of property and its con- 
sequent removal from local tax rolls. 

When people clamor for "free political pork" (gov- 
ernment ownership of an industry or land in their com- 
munity), they forget that the only way the pork bar- 
rel can be filled in order to make them the gift, is 
^ through money drawn from their own hard-earned sav- 
i>^ ings by taxation. The politicians "give" them nothing 
• except what they first take away. 

A Georgia mayor wants something done about loss 
of municipal revenue occasioned by two large tax-free 
PWA housing projects which supplant former tax-pay- 
ing property. 

One North Carolina county wants the government 
to compensate it for taxes lost on account of huge 
acreage withdrawn for a tax-exempt park project. 

Another county in the same state has now lost taxes 
from Ji.OOO acres of land taken by the government for 
waterfo'A'I refuge and wants relief along with the brids. 

Six Tennessee counties find a loss in their tax rolls of 
from $ to 55 per cent of total assessed valuation, as the 
.result of TVA purchases. 

One Senator declares that public ownership of 
railroads, which some arc advocating, and public owner- 
ship of utilities would deprive his state of nine million 
dollars a year tax revenues. "Where in God's world 
arc they going to make it up?" he asks. 

The entire program of government competing in 
business with its own citizens would be laughable if it 
were not so serious. The politicians get votes by prom- 
ising the people something for nothing, and the people 
try to get something which they think somebody else 
will pay for. In reality the people pay for the whole 
works, including the government owned tax-exempt 
enterprises which destroy their own highly taxed busi- 
nesses and ultimately government income itself. If 
this isn't an endless circle of destruction, what is? 

Unless the people wake up to the menace of govcm- 
TTicnt ownership of property and industry, they will 
find more of their savings taken to finance political 
"hen houses," than they will have left to build homes 
for themselves.

SIO.OOO DAMAGES 

One of the many Htraugo provisions 
of. our law comes to notice when a 
suit Is filed for damages by reason of 
the accidental death of a person. 
Our Statute provides that In such 
cases damages may bo recovered tn 
a sum not oxcocdlng 110.000, so that. 
by law, tho value of a life Is flxed 
at a price of $10,000, yet there have 
been many lawsuits niod Id our var- 
ious courts for damages sustained by 
persons by reason of loss of a mem- 
ber of the body, or the loss of sight 
or hearing, whore damages arc 
claimed In the sum of $50,000, and 
there are nninorous cases of record 
where persons have recovered In the 
neighborhood of 150,000. That Is due 
to tho (act that the law makes no 
limitations as to tho amount of dam- 
ages to be recovered la Uieao typys 
of cases except as noted abovo in tho 
case or death. 

It should be noted that no matter 
whether It bo for 110,000 In case of 
death, or *50,O00 In case of Injuries, 
for w^at ,amount a suit Is filed 



those amounts have absolutoly Ro 
Blgnincanco with reference to the 
amount of recovery. U simply mcani 
that the peraon flllng a suit Is limit- 
ed. and could not recover an amount 
greater than Ihot apccinod In hw 
claim. It Is a common occurrence lo 
see a suit for 110,000 como up to 
trial, and the Jury flnds that U»9 

■ actual damngea- amount to perhtpi 
$300.00. Thla Is duo to tho fact that 
the Jury has a right. In detormlnln« 
tho mcrltfl of a case, to take Into con- 
aldcrntlon nil of the facta In order 
to nnd the actual or true damage. 

It has happened In many cases 
that a jury would uometlmes award 
the small amount of dnmoRCs as s 
matter of sympathy Instead of as e 
matter of right. Although, la erory 
case, tho Court Inalructs the Jury 
that sympathy shall play no part la 
tho administration of justice, yet ths 
human clement enters Into many of 
the lawsuits and some peculiar rer- 

•\l\cts are the result.

Review of Legislation' Pend- 
ing at Springfield Shows 
Little Action 

While more than 1,000 bills havo 
been Introduced, less than 30 hav» 
been enacted Into law by the present 
session of the General Assembly, the 
Illinois Agricultural Association re- 
ports In Us weekly legislative review. 

Measures concerning unempl6>'' 
ment relief and school relief, leadfns 
issues before the Assembly, are belhif 
hold up pending tho pnsaage of tbd 
Federal Work Relief Dili In the for- 
mer case, and the report of tlie State 
Eklucatlon Commission In the latter 
case, the I. A. A. assorts. 

The House Committee which went 
to Washington to Interview federal 
relief authorities reported back that 
Illinois would bo required to raise 
the sum of |3,O00,OO0 per month tor 
relief purposes. Numerous bills have 
been Introduced to provide these 
funds, but those most likely to be 
pu.ihcd were Introduced by (Sen. Wil- 
llaraa and Rep. F. W. Lewis, both by 
request, whlc^ increase the gasoline 
tax from 3c, to 4c to July 1. 19S7. 
and tlie retdllers' occupation or sales' 
tax from 2c to 3c for the same period. 
The measures also greatly Increase 
the number of trades and occupations 
subject to the tax ot three per cent 
of gross receipts. 

Whether relief shall be luuided out 
In the form of cash or work Is another 
question. The Illinois Agricultural 
Association is one of several groups 
Insisting that able-bodied persons oa 
relief shall be required to work upoa 
public projects to earn their budgets. 
Some persons on tho other bond. In- 
sist that relief be put upon a cash 
basis with no work requirement 

Down In Pulaski county last week 
the I. A. A. Is informed, farmers were 
unable to secure help although many 
persons there available for employ- 
ment refused to work preferring to 
accept relief.
